y Out of the premiſſes you may rightly 
conclude that tribulation proprey reffcrian 
is ingyws bonum, Bonwm,becaule it doth be» 
ncfic, and dignifie the afflited, Morco- 
ver Chriſt himſelfe biddeth vs take ioy 
init,according tothe holy text, Cum per. 
ſeems Vos fuerint homines, propter me, gaus 

ete, * exuyltate. And therefore it is bo» 
wum; for tp cxpreſſe gladnes for athin 
that is not good, is againſt the light F. 
reaſon. And that it is ingens bopum , is 
clearly gathered, fromthe excellencie of 
the reward, that is due vnto it, merces c9= 
proſa in celis. Morcover it is not onely 
bomints bonum, but alſo Dei donum, Vobts 
(fais the Apoſtle ro the Hebrews) daruy 
01 ſolum in eum ( Chriſtum) credere , ſed 
etiam rapinam bonorum pati, as if credere 1n 
Chriſtum, without par: pro Chriſto, weere 
inſufficient. And vpon this ſcore, S. Hic+ 
rome in his Epiſtle ad Aſel, rendereth 
thankes to God, for his affliction. And 
S. Cyprian, when his perſecuting ludge 
pronounced {cntence of death againſt 


him, : |

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him, replicd onely Deo gratias. Where- 


fore perſecution proprer 1uſtitians, is both 
donum, and bonum ; donum in that it pro» 
ceedeth from God: bonwn in regard it 
honoureth the giver, encicheth,and dig» 
nificth the receiver. 

Yet that which more evidently doth' 
manifeſt tribulation, to be both bonum, 
and donum , is the appatent exhibition of 
Gods preſence, and ſpeciall aſliſtance, 
towards all thoſe who ſuffer for his lake, 
God was preſcnt with Toſeph in Egy 
with the Iſraclires in the red ſea, withthe 
three Children fa the burning furnace, 
with Ionas in the bottome of the ſea, 
with S, Petcrin priſon , whom he mira» 
culouſly enlarged, with S. Agatha ia 
the torture of her breaſt, which he reſto» 
red, with S. Catherine on the wheele, 
which he Broke in peeces,with S, Agnes 
inthe fer, which he extinguish'd , and 
with (eycrall Legions of Ks. 46 Saints, in, 
their ſeyerall affli tions and torments. = 

Now I could extreamely delire, that

tuſbt;am , weere not onely imprinted i 
your mindes, butin the hearts of a your 
Englisb Lay Catholicks, who, atthis in- 
ſtant, doc grone, vnder the burden of ag 
heayy-2 perſecution, as hatch happen'd 
( perhaps ) fince the change of Religion
